A DISPATCH lias been received at the East 
India-Hoiise, from General the Marquess of 
Hastings, K. G. and G. C. B. Governor General 
and <3on)mander in Chief of the Forces in the 
'East "Indies I dated Goruckpore, 20th June 1818, 
of which the falIo\?ing is an extract. 



Bajee^ow hailing 'submitted and placed himself 
in the hands of Bfigadieir-General Sir John Malcolm^ 
I have. the honour to congratiilate y6n on the ter* 
jnination of .ivhat still bore a lingering character of 
war. 

The troops with rt^hitSh "fiajee How had crossed 
the Tapty were completely surrounded. He found 
progress towards Gwalior impracticable, retreat as 
much so, and opposition to the Brili^ih force alto- 
gether hopeless ; so that any terms granted to him 
under sucn circumstances were purely gratuitous 
and only referable to that humanity which it was 
felt your Honourable Court would be desirous 
should be shewn to an exhausted foe. 

The . ability with which BrigadierrGeneral Sir 
jJohn-Malcolm 'first secured the passes of thie hills, 
,aild then advanced to confine Bajeeilbw in front, 

while 
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wbile Brigadier- General Doveton closed upon him 
from the rear, will not fail to be applauded by your 
Honourable Court ; nor will you less estimate the 
moderatiOti with which Sir John Malcolm held 
forth assurance oF liberal and decorous treatment, 
even to an enemy stained with profligate treachery, 
when that enemy could no longer make resistance. 
Bajee Row is to resi<le as a private individual in 
some city within your autient possessions, pro- 
bably Benares, enjoying an allowance suited to a 
person of high birth, but without other pretensions. 



A dispatch has also been received from the Qo« 
Ternment of Fort St. George^ dated 12th August 
18 1*8, of which dispatch and of its inclosures^ the 
following are extmcts and copies. 

Extract from a Dispatch from Mr. Strachey^ Chief 
Secretary to the Goeernment of Fort St George, 
to the Secretary to the East India Company, dated 

I2th August 1^18. 

I AM directed to transmit to yon a copy of a letter 
reporting that the fortress of Manowlic and the 
district of Chuckorie, have been delivered up to 
Brigadier- General Munro, and copies of accounts 
of the operations of the force nnder the command 
of Lieutenant- Colonel Macdowell, against the for- 
tress of Malligaum^ and of its surrender* to that 
officer. 

By the accompanying dispatch from the Resident 
at Poona, the Honourable the Secret Committee 
will have the satisfaction of learning that the war 
in the Peishwah*s late dominions has been termi- 
nated by the surrender of the Fort of Moolhcir.

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example; The road leading to the breach of the 
outworks is flanked by towers and loop holes j how- 
ever, our men moved on gallantly until Ensiga 
Nattes got to the topoF the breach, when he called 
Qut '* impracticable/' and immediately received ^ve 
balls in different parts of his body. MHJor Green- 
hill had fallen a little behind in consequence of a 
wound in the heel, hut Captain Kennedy led on the 
advance, and was mortally wounded close to where 
poor Nattes fell. All this time the fire from the 
towers and loop-holes was kept pretty well under 
by our shot, shells, and musketry from the reserve. 
I was obliged, however, to sound the recall, and 
our brave troops returned more convinced of their 
superiority ov^r these Arabs than when they ad- 
vanced. Captain Kennedy and Ensign Nattes with 
most of the wounded men were brought back, but 
LientenantWilkinson, of the second battalion of the 
13th regiment, and five men who were killed 
remained in the bed of the river, and on the top 
of the breach until doolies were sent, and the Arabs 
permitted them to be brought in. Had it been 
possible for our men to have got to the bottom of 
the breach of the fort, I have no doubt we should 
have carried the place, but there was no road, the 
enemy having cut away from the inside of the breach 
of the outwork three times the depth of our scaling 
ladders. 

As the attention of most of the enemy was drawn 
to this attack, the town of Malligaum was easily 
occupied, and I have now turned the siege into a 
blockade until the battering guns and stores arrive 
from Ahmedauggur. Our approaches on the Pettah 
•side are now within twenty paces of the enemy's, 
outworks, and mines may be easily carried on which 
the river on the other sitle prevented • The foi^t 
and outworks of Malligaiim are uncommonly well- 
built,. and> without mining, it will be impos^iible to 
fill up th£ diffcFCDt ditcbcs. I laniCBt the loss of so

Lieutenant- Colonel McDowell also laments tbe 
fall of Captain Kennedy, of tbe 2d battalion 17tU 
regiment C. L. I. wbo was mortally wounded close 
to Ensign Nattes, and Lieutenant Wilkinson oi 
the 2d battalion ]3tb regiment N. I. wbo fell at 
the bead of bis company, on tbe same occasion, 
as also Lieutenant Egan of tbe same corps, ubo 
(lied of tbe wound be received on tlie nigbt of the 
28tb^ wbile in command of tbe left post. He is. 
Iiappy, however, to find that be will not long be 
deprived ot tbe services of Major Green hill and tbe 
other wounded officers. 

Tbe commanding officer takes this opportunity of 
returning bis best thanks to Lieutenant- Colonel 
Crosdill and the officers and men of tbe artillery tor , 
their great and laborious exertions in the different 
batteries during eleven days, by which a breach was 
completed, with a few guns nearly unserviceable. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Si'Dowell has not yet re- 
ceived from Lieutenant- Colonel Stuart, or Major 
M'Bean, reports of the operations of the parties 
under their command in tbe assaults on diiFercnt 
parts of tbe Pettab, but be is happy to know that 
their success has given us complete possession of 
the town.

SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to report, for the informa- 
tfon of His Excellency the Commander in Chief, 
that the garrison of Malligaum surrendered uncon- 
ditionally on the morning of the 14th instant. 

After forwarding to you, on the 1st, a return of 
killed and wounded, and reporting the result of 
the attacks on the Fort and Town, on the morninj^ 
of the 29th May, I changed ground to the Pettah 
side, throwing up a strong redoubt where our 
breaching battery was, and keeping possession of 
all our advanced posts on that side, and block- 
ading the place as closely as the range of the shot 
A'oni the fort would admit. 

I now commenced laying in fresh materiah for 
renewing active operations to occupy if possible 
the place before the heavy rains set in, taking our 
t\yo unserviceable eighteen founders ofif the car- 
riages, and bringing from Chandoor and Unki- 
Xunki two others. 

Qn the ISth^ g^abions and fascines for two bat- 
teries, were completed, and on the ^tb, owing to 
U19 great exertions of Brigadier Qeneral Smith, a 
jp^rk of ifour eig1)t,een-pounders, three brass twelve- 
ppifnders, some mortars and howitzers, escorted 
by the Ist battalion 4tb Bombay infantry, undct 
l^awr. Watson arrived. On the morning of the 
Ittn a^battery of one 10-inch mortar, and seveii 
S^nqiU moi-tar^ and bawitzers opened. iSev^rat 
were thrown to ascertain the proper length of the 
Bombay fusees, when we commenced a smart 
bombardment, and at 11 A. M. I had the satis- 
faction to sec the enemy's grand magazine blow iip« 

&ir- 
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carrying with it, from the foundation, about 
twenty- five yards of the work of the inner fort, 
some uf t|ie Pa^i^ah wall, and filling up par^ of tb6 
ditch; still an iiiiniense strouj; wall of the Out- 
works wrts entire 

Within four hundred yardo of t^is a breaching 
btttery was nearly finished on the night of Che. I Uh, 
when the garrison called out for quarter ; our fire 
on the breach however continued till morning, 
when tlie eiieniy hoMed h flag, and two Arab 
Jemidars came out; 1 told them unconditional 
surrender whs the only terms I could give them 
These in the course of this day, the 12th, wetft 
aecepted, and next morning a uati^e officer's ptrrty 
was admitted^ and the British Bag hoisted on the 
Tower of the inner fort. 

Finding that treachery on our part was suspected, 
and wishing to do away a report ail over Kandcfish 
so prejudicial to our character, 1 did not hesltatd 
in signing a paper declaring, in the name of my 
Govern nient, that the garrison should not be put 
to death, after they surrendered ; an<l I trust Ilis 
Excellency will approve of this. Next morning 
about three hundred men, mostly Arabs, marched 
out and grounded, in front of our troops, . about 
nine hundre<l arms of different descriptions, in au 
ordeirly and regular manner, which, with the con« 
duct of these men, on the morni'Rg of the 29iU 
Jday, in allowing me to carry oft' my killed and 
woui^led, induced me to returr.. to the three 
Jemidars, and most of the ArabsN the knives that 
had belonged to their families for ages. 

The matchlocks, blun<ierbusses, swords » &c. 
wert^ diajmsed of to Lieutenant Rind*s and Cornat 
Kayc's auxiliary and Hindoostanee horse.

I AM happy to inform you that Moolheir is at 
present in our possession. 



General Order bit His Excellency the Govern/)r^ 
General and Commander in Chief, dated Head- 
Quarters, Camp, Oochar, 2Sth December 1817. 

THE Commander in Chief has much satisfaction 
in announcing to the army the successful result of 
an attackf made hy the' troops under the command 
of Brigadier-General Hardyman^ consisting of His 
Majesty's 17th foot^ and the 8th regiment of native 
calvary, on a considerable body of the Nagpore 
Rajah's troops posted near the town of Jubbulpore, 
and supported by four pieces of cannon ; which after 
sa short struggle were captured by our troops, the

enemy 
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enemy being completely routed^ and dispersed witli 
considerable slaughter. 

The evacuation of the fortified town of Jubbiil- 
pore^ and the capture of several guns, and a quan- 
tity of military stores, were the immediate conse- 
quences of the foregoing operations, which reflect 
credit on Brigadier-General Hardyman, and the 
troops engaged, and to whom, and especially t6 
Lieutenant Pope, 8th native cavalry, the Com- 
mander in Chief desires that his approbation and 
thanks for their conduct may be communicated*

The Speech of the Lords Commissioners to hotTd 
Houses of Parliametitj on Thursday the 2lst day 
of January 1819. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

WE are commanded by His Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent to express to you the deep 
regret which He feels in the continuance of Hi» 
Majesty's lamented indisposition. 

In announcing to you the severe calamity with 
which it has pleased Divine Providence to visit the 
Prince Regent, the Royal Family, and the nation^ 
by the death of Her Majesty the Queen of the 
United Kingdom, His Uoyal Highness has com- 
Bianded us to direct your attention to the consi^ 
fteratioB <tf soch measares as this melancholy event

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hfi^ rendered necessary «i^ €]ype4i«H% wMk respect 
to the care of His Majesty's «a<;re4 per^oi). 

We ijre (lirectt?(l to inform yqu, th«t the »e|>o- 
tif^tions which hrtvetHken |>1hc« Ht Aix-la-Cha^>eUe, 
have U^d to the evticvaiio« of the Fi'encU territory 
by the aliieil armies. 

The Prince Regent has ^iveo orders^ that the 
CoQTeniion coQcludeil for this purpose, as well M 
the other documents connected with this mrrange*- 
n^eptj shall he laid bet ore you : and He is per-^ 
suade<i« tbat you Mt"' ill view with peculiar Sjatis faction 
the intimate union which so happily subsists amongst 
the Powers who were parties to these transactions, 
and the unvaried dispositit^i which has been mani- 
fested in all their proceedings for the preservation 
of the peace and tranquillity of Europe. 

The Prince Regent has eomnmnded us further 
to acquaint you, that a Treaty has been concluded 
between His Roval Hii'hness and the Goveimment 
of the United States of America, for the renewal, 
for a further term of years, of the Commercial 
Convention now subsisting between the two nations, 
and for the amicable adjustment of several points 
of mutual importance to the interests of both 
eonntries; and, as soon as the ratificMions shall 
have been exchanged. His Uoyal Highness will 
give directions that a copy of this Treaty shall be 
laid before you. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

The Pcince Regent has (Hre€ted< tli«t the esti- 
mates for the current year sh;jb!l he laid J)efure you. 

His Royal Hig.hne$s feels assured, that you will 
legrn with saXi^^factioa the extent of reduction 
which the present situatioii ot kutt(^>^{)c, and the 
etvciuusta4ic«sk of the british enipine, liave enabled 
Hi^ Royal Highness to effect in the uavul and mi- 
U^l^ establisbAieBts of the cottntry.

The little party re- 
turned amidst the admiration of the Raj Rana's 
wliole force, about four in the evening, having in 
twenty hours marched near sixty miles.

I HAVE the honour to acquaint you, for the 
information of the Most Nohle the Commander in 
Chief, that having received intelligence from my 
Hircarrahs, on the evening of the 23d instant, 
that a body of Pindarries had just descended the 
Targt Ghaut, near to which they had been cgd- 
ceaied for some days by the people of the coun- 
try (Kotah), and from which place ot shelter they 
were forced by the movement of the Bhopaul horse 
on their flank, 1 detached Captain Roieerst with tlie 
Ist Robilla cavalry in pursuit, and have the plea- 
Bure to annex his report, stating that he had the 
good fortune to overtake and disperse them. 

The number of the Pindarries appears to have 
been about four hundred, and the distance marched 
by the 1st Robilla Cavalry, including pursuit, 
nearly sixty miles.

Since then, and in the course of yester- 
day atternoon, the town and gurry of Jubbulpore 
have been entirely evacuated by armed pleople of 
every description ; and four guns, some gingals, 
and a variety of small aims, have been brought 
into my camp. 

I shall endeavour to reach the Nerbiidda this 
evening, and make the necessary arrangements for 
crossing it to-morrour, in progress to Nagpore.

numerous ravines and nullahs greatly impeded my 
progress, and observing no inclination on the part 
of this contemptible body of the enemy to stand 
the charge, I directed the advanced squadron to 
break and pursue ^ about sixty or seventy of the 
enemy were cut up; thirty small horses and 
tattoos, together with some swords, spears, a 
camel, and some prisoners, taken; one horse of 
the 7tb missing and one wuuaded.

SIR, 

HAVING received the Brigadier-GeneraPs com- 
nidnd to report the particulars of an affair which a 
party of my brigade had with the enemy yesterday, 
I have the honour to state for his information, that 
a little after two o'clock P. M. intelligence wa^ 
brought me by a trooper, that the cavalry picquct 

were 
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were pressed by a large body of horse, and that 
numerous others were collecting on a height about 
three miles in front of the camp. I immediately 
repaired to the spot, and in my way ordered out the 
picquets coming on duty to support the old. I 
found them formed within two hundred yards of a 
nullah, from the opposite bank of which numerous 
straggling horse were keeping up an irregular and 
ill directed 6re on our party, from matchlocks and 
gingal pieces. I directed the picquets, which werenow 
reinforced by those coming on duty, to, stand their 
ground. In about a quarter of an .hour afterwards 
a galloper and two squadrons, under Major Dawes, 
which the Brigadier- General had been pleased to 
send to my support, coming up, I joined them, and 
iBOved down upon a road leading across the nullah, 
the picquets on my left adviincing at the same time. 
Having succeeded in getting the gun orer, I 
directed Major Cleaveland to open with the spherical 
case shot upon some large bodies in front of his tefc, 
whilst the squ»dron were crossing and forming to 
the right, leaving orders for the picquets to remain 
with and support the gun. I pushed on to attack a 
body of three thousand, which appeared to be 
making a movement to their left^ in order as I 
thought to gain and (urn my right flank; but 
observing my advance they halted and formed. At 
this moment a squadron of the 7th, under LieiKe- 
nant and Adjutant Weir, joined me; I directed it 
to form in rear of and outflankint; my right, at 
the distance of two hundred yards, as a support, 
and on no account to attack, unless they saw mc 
pressed or outflanked. I charged and routed this 
Dody, and was on the point of ordering out pur- 
suers, when another almost as numerous made its 
appearance on my left flank within six hundred 
yards.

The guns were served with the utmost skill and 
precision, and !• conjectured trom the appearance -of 
the wall that a breacli would have been effected by' 
sunset -y but after liaving fired nearly two hundred 
rounds, I was, in consequence, of the enemy*s being 
far advanced, necessitated to order the firing t6 cease. 
" At this time the hreach^was.not considered prac- 
tkable, and the enemy taking advantage of the 
cessation pf our iire retii'ed £ropi the fort in smali 
parties. 

One of these bodies, amounting to about fifty, wasV. 
attacked and dispersed, leaving fifteen men killed by 
the party under Lieutenant Macqueen ; the remain-* 
der escaped from the lateness of the hour and the 
numerous fields of sugar cane in the vichaity;

here: it was formerly in possession of Bapoo 
Sindra, whose troops marched out this morning by 
capitulation, the terms of which are annexed. 

Terms of Capitulation, 

1st — To be allowed to take away with tfid 
garrison all their personal property, arms^ and 
horses. 

2d — To have a safe convoy to Ajmeer. 

3d — Payment of their arrears, which are stated to 
be under oixe thousand rupees.

I WROTE to you yesterday ereniTig when on 
niy inarch to ascertain the route and intentions of 
Muddun Sing, who with a party of Mahratta horse 
Ladfgot down the ghatrts. 

It fortunately chanced that the party of th« 
Anmil* of Neeraiul wew just collected -, I there- 
fore thought an oppcMtonity offered of giving the 
enemy ai2 alert, and pursued die roiite I expected 
lie would take with forty hors« of the Aumii of 
Neermul, forty of Captain Davies*s retormed horse, 
seventy men «c»f Rajah Chnndoo Lotl's battalion, and 
eighty Rohillas arid Sirdairs in the service of M-un- 
doos Khan. 

Between twelve and one o'clock this morning 
the guides led me down do§e to where the horse 
lay, namely, a mile E. of Tembroonee, and I accord- 
ingly formed for attack, seeing every probability of 
success from the nature of the ground. I then 
entered their camp^ and marched through it in eveiy 
direction. Two of the enemy were killed, several 
wounded, and three .taken prisoners - the tent of 
the Sirdar, and a number of tattoos, bullocks^ &c. 
were secured^as plunder by my people. A little 
before daylight?: T continued my march to Tem- 
broonee, where I took post. 

. A havildar of Rajah CliHndoo Loll*s battalion 
was wounded badly by aspear 5 no ether casualty. 

Just after daylight 1 saw tke enemy collect on the 
iiigh ground, send a party down to the place of 
Aheir l^te encampment, take off his people, and then

And whereas it hath been represented unto Us> 
that at one of such meetint^s the persons there as- 
sembled, in gross violation of the law did at- 
tempt to constitute and appoint, and did, as mucli- 
as in them lay, constitute and appoint a person- 
then nominated, to sit in their name and on their 
behalf in the Commons House of Parliament; and 
there is reason to believe that other meetings are 
about to be held for the like unlrtwful purpose :

to abstaio from . every measure inconsistent with 
the peace and good order of society, aqd e^roeedy 
exhortipg them at all times, and to the utmo^of 
their power^ to avoid and discouotenanee all pro-* 
ceedjngs tendjing to pn^duce the eviL eitbpts ahove 
dg&cribed : 
A-^:! W'c do strictly enjoin all His Mfijp^ty's l^^v- 
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in^ subjects to forbear from the. practice of all suclr 
military training atrd exercise as aforesaid, as they 
shall answer the contrary thereof at their peril. 

And We do charge and command all Sheriffs, 
Justices of the Peace, Chief Magistrates of Cities, 
Boroughs, «nd Corporations, and all other Magis- 
trates throughout Great Britain, that they i^a, 
within their respective jurisdictions, make diligent 
enquiry in order to discover and bring to justice 
the authors and printers of such wicked and sedi- 
tious writings as aforesaid, and all who shall circu- 
late the sanie -, and that they do use their best 
endeavours to bring to justice all persons who have- 
been or maybe guilty of uttering seditious speeches 
and harangues, and all persons concerned in any 
riots or unlawful assemblies, which^ on whatever" 
pretext they may be groun<led, are not only con- 
trary to law but dangerous to the most important 
iiterests of the kingdom.

Gorruckpore, June IS, IdlS. 

THR serm^ withtn the Nagpore territory hav- 
ing beien ctoted by the reduction of the fortresses 
of IVfiiiidc^ and Cbanda, the Governor-General 
Inis iniSftiite pteature in professing h;s acknowledge- 
itfflits to Major-Geiberal Marshall^ and to Lieute- 
idto- Colonel Adanis^ under whose able manage* 
ment the eaptnres were retpectivehr eflfected. 

The ififfieultietf which Ma|or-General Marshall 
had ^o encounter in getting £>rward his battering* 
train, thi'oiigh a'couiitrfiiiiguilRrly rough, andwhoHy 
devoid of roads, wereauch as, notwithstanding the 
indefatigable efforts of Captain Cane, and €i the 
Ordnance Department, under Acting Deputy Com- 
missary Donald, could not have been surmounted 
by ordinary nieans. Nothing cmdd have overcome 
the obstacles but itkt admirable zeal which appears 

to 
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to liave perratled eif^ery bi:;ancfa of tbe vthrUion. 
The sepoys deserve the highest eacoipiiiins for ibeif 
patient and protracted labour in draj^ging the artil- 
lery and waggons up the rocky steeps ; aud tlif 
.Governor-General desires that his warm praise^ may 
be communicated to them : but it is obvioQS that 
their cheerful perseverance in such severe toil cotilj 
only flour from tbe cordial confidence subsisting 
between their Officers and them. To the Offi^ce^s^ 
therefore, his Lordship directs it to be explained^ 
that from an effect so beneficial to the public he 
knows how to appreciate justly the habitual tenor 
of their behaviour towards their men, for which hj^ 
offers them his applause and thanka. 

Tbe conduct of the siege by the priniiipal engineer. 
Captain Tickell, %vas marked with the same science 
and judgment observable at Dhamontiic, and does 
great credit to the professional skill ot that OQcer, 
The high terms in which Major-General Marshall 
represents tbe exertions of Captain Tickell, as well 
as those ot Lieutenants Peckett and Cbeape, 
Ensigns Colviu and Irvine, and Cmlet Warlow, of 
the same corps^ are amply justified by the cir- 
cumstances attending the fall of the fort. 

Tbe gallant manner in which Brigadier-Genei'al 
Watson led the assault, and dislodged tbe rallying 
enemy from various parts of the town, reflects grea( 
liouour upon him and must have materially iv^ 
fluenced the success of the attack. 

Major 0*Brien in procuring information on 
ivbich to ground the plan for investing tbe place, 
iiuinifestcd a judicious activity extremely useful. 

The zeal and intrepidity of Lieutenant Pickers*

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Ex tract from a Heportfrom Brigadier- General Har'-- 
dyman to tlie Adjutant' General, dated Camp, 
Taltoarah Ghmit, north bank of the Nerbudda, 
20th December, 1817. 

I HAV£ now the honour to report tn d^tail^ for 
the jiiforiDetion of the Moat Nohle the Commander 
in Chief, the leading particulars of the few opera- 
tions which took place yesterday morning inaction^ 
near the large town of Juhbulpore. 

; After a march of twelve miles, and at ten o'Clock 
in the morning. Major O'Brien, commanding the 
8th re^^iment of Native cavalry^ with his usual 
^Qtlyity and intelligence, hrought my small detach- 
ment before a large body of the Nagpore horse and 
foot, whom I could only consider as enemies to our 
Government. 

Their several positions were instantly and cloj^ly, 
reconnoitred by Major O'Brien, Captain Despard, 
Major of Brigade, and Captain Fitz-Clarence, one 
of his Lordship's Aides-de-Camp, who honoured me 
with his personal attendance on this occasion. . 

Their line of horse, gims, and a large body of. 
infantry interspersed, were ascertained tu be strong- 
ly posted on elevated and broken ground, havin|j; 
to their front a difficult nullah for cavalry to pass. : 

Their right flank rested close to the base of a 
steep range of lofty rocks shaped into two sepa- 
rate hills, which were covered with infantry* Their 
left flank was protected by a large tank adjoining 
the town of Jubbulpore, am! received further secu- 
rity from a fortified gurry not easily to be assailed. 

To assault the enemy's line without loss of time, 
our disposition was shortly taken up as follows : — 

Two squadrons under the immediate command of

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Major Q*Brieii, were pushed on nearly a mile, so a9 
to direaten the enemy's left flank, and to be in rea- 
diness to take advantage of their flight towards the 
Nerbudda, which it was expected they would at-* 
tempt in case of being routed. 

His Majesty's 17th Foot, under the coroiliand of 
Lieutenant- Colonel NicoU, occupied a favourable 
position opposite their' front, commanding a fire on 
their right and centre, where their guns were sup* 
posed to be placed. : 

Our battery, directed by Lieutenant D'Oyley, 
was flanked by the 17th regiment, having a reserve 
of cavalry and infantry in the rear, commatided by. 
Major Beck. 

The tioops all thus formed to advance, our gtros' 
were unmasked by withdrawuig the cavalry, and 
instantly commenced a fire of shrapneils well di- 
rected, into the enemy's ranks. The discharge was 
rapidly returned from four guns, and soon followed 
by rockets, grape and chain^'shot, which fortunately 
flew high over our troops, who continued steadily 
to advance. Our opp<inents were soon observed 
to be in motion. This was the' moment for a ge- 
neral charge. Lieutenant Pope with his squadron 
took the lead, passing under a galling fire from the 
heights, and rapidly penetrated to their guns, driv- 
ing the fugitives before ^him. He was ably sup -^ 
ported by Cornet Kennedy of the 5th Cavalry 
with the remainder of the reserve, assaulting their 
left flank. Major Beck with two companies and 
guns pushed on to the centre, secured the enemy's 
guns and tumbrils, and having upset the whole of 
them, took a commanding position on the heights, 
where Lieutenant D'Oyley again formed Lis bat- 
tery. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Nicoll with six companies, 
lost no time in charging their itifaiitry, strongly

A LETl'ER from Major Cummin^, details the 
success which had attended a party of recon- 
noissance he had attached to Moultye*, under 
Captain Kern 

The ability and judgment evinced by Captain 
Kerr, in drawing forth th^ strength of the enemy 
after th£ successful surpri^ upon, and destruction 
of, their out-post, together with the gallantry dis- 
played in the repeated charges by Comet Duffiaand 
the Officers and men engaged^ will, I trust, obtaiit 
for them his Lordship*s approbation.

I BEG leave to acquaint you that the enemy 
evacuated the fort and lown of Moultye^ at a late 
hour last night. This information wa& not com- 
municated to me tiir day-break this looming, when 
I sent a party to take possessions and at the same 
time detached a squadron of the 7th cavalry and 
some infantry after the enemy.

Extfactfr0m a Report from Caphtin Gordon to Cap- 
tain Bayley, Assistant to the Resident of Nagpore 
' in the Military Department, dated Camp at jL«r- 
keegaow, August SO, J81S. 

I YESTERDAY morning, at seven o'clock, 
marched from the village of Kuldee towards 
Larheegaow, with the artillery detail as far as 
the village of Sillee, when two^ hircarriihs came 
in and said^ that the men who had occupied 
Larkcegao^ duriag the ttight, had adfgMC^ a niile 
aaii take» uf a strong position on a d«ep ail^ 
narrow nallah, the ravines of wbieli' afi^ded them 
cover. ^ I left the gun and trensuve under eharg^ of 
twenty-five sepoys of the brigade and alt tiM sKftteh-^ 
iock-men, and with the remaining part of the de« 
tachment^ as detailed in the margin^^ pushed on to

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NowergaoWj from whence the enemy was visihle; 
here the sepoys left their knapsacks^ and we moved 
down to the attack. On our approach within 
musket-shot, the enemy opened a fire of rockets 
and matchlocks upon us, which was immediately 
returned by our infantry. The passage of the 
uuUah was contested for about ten minutes^ when 
our men got through it, carrying their cartridge- 
boxes and muskets on their beads. Having crossed 
the nullah, the fugitives were pursued in every di- 
rection and cut up. 

The loss of the enemy, in killed, amounted to 
about one hundred; there were many wounded,* 
and thirty prisoners taken. In consequence of 
their ill-directed fire^ I am happy to say, our loss 
is very trifling. 

The enemy's force was composed chiefly of 
Gosains, Rajpoots, Brahmins, and Musselmans. 

I have great reason to be satisfied with all en- 
gaged; Lieutenant Fraser and Cornet Wilkinson 
were most active. 



Extract from a Beportfrom Captain Jones to Major 
Cumming, dated Camp, near Amharrah, Septem' 
her 6, 1818. 

I COULD not give you earlier intimation of 
the evacuation by the enemy of Amiah, for though 
they left the place last night, I only obtained in- 
formation of the same a little before nine o'clock 
this morning.

There is a degree of judgment and gallantry ob- 
servable in the conduct of Lieutenant Cruickshanks 
in particular on this occasion^ \Thich I cannot 
doubt will give you full hopes of success on every 
futin*e opportunity that may arise for making use 
of his talents ; and it will be a source of particular 
gratification to rae to convey to Lieutenant Cruick- 
shanks, and the Officers and men employed under 
his command, the sentiments of commendation 
which I am persuaded you will have very great 
pleasure in causing to be communicated to them,

Extract from a Report from Captain Saunders to 
Major fVaulfe, commanding at Chanda^ dated

I HAV'E the honour to acquaint you that in con- 
sequence of having received information that Condoo 
Hapoo was assembling a ^arge force at Arrapilly 
with the intention of establishing a systematic pre- 
datory warfare in the neighbotiring Talooks, particu- 
larly Gatcool and Talody, and despairing of forming 
a speedy junction ,with Bhema^ I determined on 
attacking this place before the whole of Condoo*s 
troops could be assembled, and therefore marched 
yesterday evening from Chamorsay and arrived here 
about day*break this mornings and immediately 
assaulted the fort, in which were (I leara from the

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prisoners) four hundred men^ who, after a short 
resistance, fled in the utmost disorder.

..I HAV£ the honour to annex, for the infor- 
asaUon ot the Most Nobl« the Goveruor>Ga« 
iieral in Council* the oftoial report from Major 
WUson oi the capture by escalade of the fort of 
^Qibagurh, Vfh'iQh bad been treaeherously given up 
to the enemy, and 1 beg to bring to the tavourable 
notice of Government the judgment and ability 
evinced by Major Wilson in the recapture of this 
strong post without the loss of a man of his de- 
tachment^ whose eondact appears to have been very 
exemplary. I have at the same time the satisfaction 
to report the surrender by the enemy of the forts of 
JLangee^ Kuttah^ and Chandpoor.

A body of 
tlie enemy I apparently Arabs, a<tvanced into the 
plain to meet us, and behind them were displayed 
coosiderable numbers, bntsuch was the activity and 
dexterity o£ the light infantry under their supports, 
directeil by those officers, that the eneniy were coca- 
pletely staggered, and their lire though brisk was 
peifecrty harmless, bqcause they could not chaose 
tbeir own time t'ov it, nor <lireet it on any but seat* 
tat^d individuals iu constant motion. Whole 
bodies of theai &ed, after giving a hurried aad 
iaeffectual fire^ and being rapidly and unramit* 
tiogly pushed, their posts (with the small guna 
in them) were all turned and taken without 
losfi, and almost without resistance^ whkh it was; 
not indeed in their power io make. The whole 
of the success had been so quickly obtained and the 
enemy so hard pushed, that their sti-ength andcoii* 
rage seemed completely broken wkU fatigoe, aint 
there appeared little doubt but that au attempt OH 
the place itself would soon briug it in our power* 
Having therefore ordered up a reinforcement witb 
the ladders and pioneers, and posted Lieutenant 
Haultaiii so as to prevent any annoyance from the 
right of the hill, I proceeded up to Lieutetiant 
Hendrie'a post to sekct a spot for the assault 
or escalade, but as there was a strong inner fort and 
our men much fatigued, I thought it most advis- 
able to bring on the fresh troops under Captain 
Ewing and Comet Kennedy to make the assault. 
After the arrival of the pioneers and ladders up 
tba hill, the enemy begaa to abandon the outet 

fort, which Lieuteuaut Heudri^ peiro«nn«* he 

promptly 
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promptly and judiciously advanced to tbe gate and 
had' the wicket cut open with hatchets, the re- 
mains of the garrison escaping on the opposite side. 
Tbiff affair was all completed before twelve o'clock 
with extraordinary rapidiry, against five hundred 
men who were chiefly Arabs, Pattans, &c. and 
who from their number and quantity of guns, 
gingals, and ammunition in the posts below, had 
no doubt intended an obstinate defence. 
' I trust the conduct of all will meet with your ap- 
probation, and I cannot sufficiently commend ta 
you the conduct of Lieutenant Hendrie, who is 
Acting Brigade Major to the detachments, of Lieu- 
tenant Hauitain, Adjutant 2d battalion l$t regi- 
ment, and Lieutenant Smith 6th regiment Bengal 
cavalry in the attack of the different posts. Ta 
Lieutenant Hcndrie the chief praise is due for the 
immediate capture of the place. The Native officers 
and men also of the 6th regiment Bengal cavalry, 
the 2d battalion 1st regiment native infantry and 
dep6t corps> who were engaged on the occasion, 
deserve every praise for their boldness and dexterity. 
I am sorry that circumstances shonld have pre- * 
vented Captain Ewing, commanding the 2d batialiott 
1st regiment, and Cornet Kennedy, 6th regiment 
Bengal cavalry from being more actively engaged, 
b\it they merit every thanks for their zeal and 
activity.

After I had given the orders for the march, the 
ryots of the country came to me and gave infor- 
mation that KuUoo had moved from the Door Pa- 
har, and w;as then with one hundred ma tchlockmecr 
and a few horses in the hills leading to Assar, fouT; 
coss only from Runnypore ; they appeared very, 
anxious for me to attack him and pressed their ser* 
vices to conduct me to the spot, which circum« 
stanoe induced me to pay attention to their report, 

I accordingly ordered 80 sepoys to be ready to 
move immediately ; Lieutenant Cruickshanks with 
that zeal and anxiety I have ever known him to 
evince volunteered to command the party ; oC 
which offer I gladly availed myself, and as cavalry 
was recommended by the guides, I ordered Cornet 
Allan to accompany me with the squadron ; at

Lieutenant 
Ilendrie inmiediately on entering the town, opened, 
the bhar gate for the cavalry, and he was the fir^t 
also to discover and lead over the walls of the Hiivt 
when the infantry advanced ; the Mogul horse did 
the satn.e with great resolution, and soon after, un- 
der Synd Uizah Ally Khan, forced the barrier gate 
opposite to them and entered the town, but its in- 
tricacy and extent fttvoured ihe enemy's cscapr, 
and neither the party of the Cth regiment cavaiiy 
which entered the bhar p\tc, nor the Mogul uorKc 
Goiild act with eftect^ the party, however, of the 
latter were ordered roAnul the town, got to the 
place where the fugitives wcic embarking, killed 
several, and hurried oilier^ so precipitately into 
their boats as to upset two uf them, by which ail 
on board were drowned. 

I need hardly say any thing more in commenda- 
tion of the small body of men by whom this suc- 
cess was so rapidly effected ; the gallant conduct uf

. I REACHED Seonab on the 13th instant. On 
t)iensiD|^ of the inoon, about nine P. M. I niarcbecl 
with a brigade of camel howirzers, two hundred 
and fifty i;ank and file of istbatt 1 4th regin^ent, 
Und four hundred of Skinner's horsQ, and cbntU 
lined my route until four in the morning, when I 
reached Kciree. After disencumbering the iDfan-> 
try of their knapsacks I continued my march, and. 
entered the bills a little ]before daylight. On the 
road 1 learnt that there were two camps at Kiiut- 
lab, at some distance from each other^ the one 
on the right being occupied by three or four hun- 
dred Arabs, and that on the left by the Bhoonsla^^ 
with ail equal number of horse. I ilirected Majoi* 
Skinner* to advance with two columns of horse, 
and 1 further instructed that Officer to pursue the 
enemy in all directlorns, and to the last extremity. 
Xbe artillery and infantry moved forward briskly » 
and occasionally in double quick time, direct upon 
the village to support the movements of the cavalry. 
Major Skinner, after rounding the village (as no 
encampment was observed), continued his rapid 
movement over the plain, until his corps was 
stopped in its progress by a chasm, at leasjt twa 
hundred feet in depth. From that singular spot 
the enemy, amounting to between two and three 
hundred Arabs and Hindoostanees, were discovered 
ia a dell beneath. Considerable tinte elapsed 
before a road could be found leading down the pre- 
cipice, but on that being discovered no obstacle, 
however great, could restrain the exertions of this 
zealous Officer^ who availedhim^elf .of the earliest

moTement to rush down upon the enemy in thi|^!e 
files who, on the first al>4rni; fled pnnic struck^ 
followed by Major Skinner, Hnd were ultimately 
pursued by a squadron of his bruve ccrrps to the 
very gates oF Asseer, and hut for a body ot horse; 
which sallied out from th pettah of that fortress 
to the support of the fugitives, I am persuaded t^et 
a man would have escaped the swo>'d. 

Jt does not appear that more than eight or 
ten of the enemy were killed and \vouii(!ed ; but 
I am happy to add, that the victors returned with 
from one hundred to two hun(ired matchlocks^ 
swords, and other weapons : but what is still more 
creditable to this highly respectable and merito- 
rious corps not a man quitted his ranks, although 
the incitement to phinder was by no means incan* 
siderahle. 

I 'cannot sufficiently express the high sense I 
entertain -of Major Skinner's spirited and judicious 
conduct, and the bravery displayed by bis corps on 
this occasion, and as such 1 should do an injustice 
to my own feelings were 1 to omit to recom- 
mend their services to the notice of the Brigadier- 
General. 

It is with no sinall pride that I shall now bring 
to the consideration of the commanding Officer the 
-exemplary conduce of the artillery and infantry, 
who throughout this affair evinced a spirit an^ 
ardour which I have seldom seen equalled on any 
service ; and 1 have only to regret that they were 
not. brought to a closer contest with the enemy.

HAVING becH desired by tbe Resident srt Nag- 
pore to make known atl my future proceedings in 
the territory of His Highness Dowlut Rao Scindia 
to' you, I have tbe honour to report, for the infor- 
mation of the Most Noble the Governor-General, 
that having on the 17th instant received a dis^patch 
from Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, K. C. B. 
and K. L. S. stating the failure of his attempts to 
bring Jeswunt Rao Lar* to reason, as well as hi» 
outrageous conduct on the receipt of his Sovereign's 
commands, which left no other alteraative but hav- 
ing recourse to our mihlary means, I issued orders 
for a combined attack on the pettah of Asseer at 
dawn of day on the succeeding morning by detacti- 
ments from the divisions under the personal com- 
mands of Brigadier- General Sir John Malcolm and 
•myself, and which I am happy .to intorm yon was 
attended with eomplete success. The enemy in the 
pettah made a very trifling resistance ; -the promp- 
titude and energy, however^ with which the attack 
was made by the troops under the command of 
Lieutenant- Colonel Fraser, of His Majesty's Royal 
Scots^ reflect high credit onbim and all the Officers 
and men employed. tOnr loss has been but triflings 
not, I believe, exceeding t«(renty killed and wounded.

further till supported by two hundred men from the 
troops on duty in the pettah, and a party of 
pioneers with crow-bars to force it*s gates open» 
These I directed to join him, while Lieutenant- 
Colonel 8niitli was ordered to move with three 
hundred men and a light howitzer to the gateway 
to blow it open in the event of the enemy trying to 
oppose Captain Edsell's progress. The party pro- 
tecting the South battery were ordered also to ad- 
vance and form a lodgement near the breach that 
had been edecred in that part of the wail, but not 
to enter the fore unless there was opposition. 

To guard against the possibility of accident, ali 
the troops that had been warned for the assault 
were directed to move to their positions. The 
vapid execution of the^e orders placed me in posses- 
sion of the fort in a few minutes, and the gateways- 
were bu! ^t open in little more tlum a quarter of an 
hour. J lie enemy appeared so far taken by sur- 
prise that they di^t not open a heavy Hre from the. 
Upper works till the troops were well uiuler cover. 
This tire was >o<m rendered tmcertuin. and after-

WE, His Majesty's most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Chancellor, Masters, and Scholars oif the 
University c f Oxford, beg leave to approach your 
Royal Highness in this alarming ami awful state of 
our country, with renewed assurances of .our 
zealous attaclmient to Flis Mjijesty's Person, Family, 
and Government, and to that happy Constitution 
in Church and State which is established in this 
realm. -' 

With these sentiments we are nnalterably iip- 
])ressed. We liave already more than once been 
permitted to lay them at your Royal nighuess*.s 
icct ; and we arc sensible that the best mode, and 
t lie most acceptable to your Royal Hij;hness, by 
which we can manifest the <leep conviction with 
,I*^1D. 3 A which 
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which they are rooted in our minds, is by impress- 
ing them also on the minds of otliers ; and by id- 
Cttlcating the doctrines of true i*eIigion^ and the 
•principles of loyalty to the Throne, obedience to 
the Laws, and attachment to the Constitution, on 
those whom we are preparing for the discbarge, lu 
their various stations, of duties inseparably con- 
nected with the public interests. 

But we view with the deepest apprehension the 
continually increasing efforts which are made to 
undermine throughout the country, the ground' 
works of every duty both public and private ; and 
at a time when all authority is outraged, and all 
public order insulted and violated, and when dan- 
gers of unusual magnitude, arising out of the rapid 
and connected progress of blasphemy and sedition, 
threaten both the peace of the community, and the 
personal security of individuals, we should be 
equally wanting to our feelings and our duty, if 
we did not in this public manner again express our 
abhorrence of such efforts, and our anxiety to 
maintain unimpaired the authority of the laws, the 
dignity of the Crown, and the independence of the « 

legislature. On these principles we will continue 
to act, as we trust we have hitherto acted. We 
know that they are the foundations of that public 
happiness which our country, by the blessing of 
Providence, has enjoyed, under the auspicious 
Government of your Royal Highness's illustrious 
House, and we are convinced that a zealous and 
active suppoit of them is required from us by every 
consideration both of civil and religious duty.

The Prince Regent and the Knights Companions 
being seated> the Chancellor signified to the Chapter 
the pleasure of His Royal Highness, in the name 
and on the behalf of the Sovereign, for filling the 
vacant stall in the Royal Chapel of St. George 
at Windsor : and, as by the statutes none but a 
Knight can be elected.

(in the absence of Garter) the ensigns of the 
Order on a crimson velvet cushion. 

The Duke kneeling near the Prince Regent, 
and Black Rod presenting, on his knee, the Garter, 
His Royal Highness^ assisted by their Royal

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Hi((linesse8 tlie Dukes of York and Clarence^ 
tlic two Senior Knights Companions^ buckled 
it on his Grace's left leg; the Chancellor pro- 
nouncing the admonition. 

Black Rod then presented the ribband with the 
George; and His Koyai Highness, \^ath the as- 
sistance of the said two Senior Knights Caai- 
panions, put the same over his Grace's left 
shoulder 5 the Chancellor pronouncing the ad- 
monition. 

The Duke, having kissed the Prince Regent's 
hand, and made the usual salutatioas to the Knights 
Companions (bowing only to those of the Blood 
Royal), withdrew. 

The Chapter ended. Black Rod, by the com- 
mand of the Prince Regent, called over the Knights 
Companions ; and a procession was made back to 
the private apartment of His Royal Highness, 
in the order as before.
